History of the Ohio National Guard

Camp McKinley correspondent Hugh

When Morgan and his men swept 


over this state in July of 1863, there 
was not a single company of organiz- 
ed militia within its limits, to repell 
the raid. The loss to the state from 
the ravages, was $1,250,000 and befor3 
November of the same year, the auth- 
orities, awakened to their danger had 
50,000 men drilling as a state guard, 


This was the real birth of the Ohio 


National Guard of today, and the per- 
iod at which it received the official 
title from the government, wh'icn it 
has borne to the present time. In May. 
of 'G4, the crisis of the war arrived, 
and the governors of Ohio, Indiana, 
Wisconsin and Iowa tendered to the 
president, 85,000 troops taken from 
ranks of the state militia to serve 100 
days.

NIGHT SCHOOLS IN MANILA 


Eagerness With Which tte Kative* 


Seek Education. 


Hon. W. Leon Pepperman. member 


of the Philippine civil service commis- 
sion, who recently arrived at Washing- 
ton on leave of absence from Manila, 
said the other day to a reporter of tha 
Washington Post, "The scope of tho 
commission has been extended gradu- 
ally until it now covers 6,000 positions 
ranging in salary from $15 per month 
to $7,500 per year. 


Mr. Pepperman added that the Imme- 


diate appointment to successful appli- 
cants has caused a change in the old 
lassical system of education under the 
Spanish regime to one of more modern 
character based largely on practical 
business lines. So great is the interest 
of the Filipinos in acquiring a knowl- 
edge of English that 10,000 adults arc 
going to night school in Manila. Be- 
fore the American occupation type- 
writers were almost unknown in the 
Philippines, but now at every exami- 
nation held by the commission appli- 
cants are qualifying in typewriting 
and stenography. 
Of the G.OOO posi- 


ions mentioned 400 are held by na- 
ives, the remainder by Americans. 
The policy of the commission, Mr. Pep-' 
'erman says, has been to replace the 
Americans by Filipinos as rapidly aa 
possible. 


"Under Spanish rule," he continued, 


"women were unheard of in the gov- 
ernment service. But just before I left 
Manila three Filipino young ladies had 
passed successful examinations and 
had been given good positions. The 
Filipino makes .1 splendid clerk. 


"Shortly before coming to America I 


made a tour of the principal provinces 
for the purpose of conducting examina- 
tions. It was surprising how much 
good material was discovered, consid- 
ering the fact that the education of the 
islands is centered in Manila. Enough 
competent men were found to fill all 
the provincial positions."

WILL WRITE 8OER HISTORY 


Effects of the South African AVur 


DixcuxHcd by u Mining Engineer. 
.Walter M. Chandler of South Africa, 


A mining engineer, who was born in 
Illinois, at the Everett House in New 
York the other day discussed some of 
what he considers the probable effects 
of the Boer war. The subject interests 
him greatly. In fact, before the war be- 
gan he had begun a hittoiy of the 
South African republics, now com- 
pleted up to the time of the war, and 
he hopes to return and bring liis histo- 
ry to date by personal mter\ iews with 
the Boer commanders. '"Much depeuds 
now," he said to a reporter of the New 
York Tribune, "not on what England 
has done, but on what England is go- 
ing to do. If she refuses to allow Boer 
military prisoners to return without 
taking the oath of allegiance, or if she 
still further removes the Cape Colony 
constitution from her own colonists in 
South Africa, there \\ill be trouble 
ahead for her. The result of the wax- 
will then be dissatisfied colonials and 
a united race of Boers. Before the wai 
the Boers of the colonies and the Boers 
of the two republics were dhicjed, and 
it seems to me it was for England's 
best interests to keep them so. The 
•war and the feelings grow ing out of it 
have united them and may continue to 
draw them closer together. The real 
reason for the war was the fear on the 
part of the English imperialists of Sax- 
on republics giov. ing up in South At' 
rica. But it is far 1'iom inconceivable 
tbat the imperialists have overshot or 
will overshoot tbe mark. 


"It is still too early to write a history 


of the war itself. Such a history can 
only be written by talking in person 
with the different Boer commanders, 
as no records were kept But. as J 
know from personal observation, his- 
tory is going to reveal to tbe world 
some of tbe most horribly dramatic 
facts ever recorded when tbe story of 
the prison camps, where Boer women 
and children died by tbe thousands, is 
told. Nothing, I think, since tbe revolt 
of the American colonies will deal 
eventually such a blow to England as 
the Boer war."

As long as be was known sira- 
ply as a nuisance the public was will- 
ing simply to provide him with sticky 
paper to walk on and let it go at tbat, 
but now that he is discovered to be an 
intimate of the microbe and tbe bacil- 
lus the department of agriculture is 
going to take him in hand. Tbe work 
of attending to the fly bas been turned 
over to the bureau of entomology, 
where they call names unfit for publi- 
cation by reason of their length and 
the disgraceful manner in which tbe 
consonants crowd tbe vowels and the 
vowels the conso-iants. But in this 
case the bureau bas decided to give up 
its big names and get right down to 
the people. 


The campaign is to be carried on by
